A HUMBLE SETTING FOR TENSION 


Recalling the angry faces of those who pressed against the car on her last 
day on campus, Autherine Lucy says, “I can’t hate them as individuals, 
Maybe they would have killed me if they had gotten me out. I don’t know. 
All could do then was pray, and I thought, ‘Am I going to die?’ ” 

For Autherine, the trail to last week's terror began on her father’s 
small farm in the back country of southwestern Alabama. In 1952 she 
graduated from Miles College, a small Negro school in Birmingham, Al- 
most immediately, at the urging of the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, she made her decision to try to enter the 
university to get a degree in library science. 

‘The university first accepted her, then quickly corrected its “error,” 
that is, it discovered she was a Negro. While the N.A.A.C.P.'s Birming- 
ham lawyer, Arthur Shores, began the long fight to get a court order com- 
pelling the university to admit her, she taught school for two years in 
Mississippi and later did office work in a Negro insurance agency. 

Once she was banished from the campus, Autherine took refuge in the 
home of her brother-in-law, Ulysses Moore II at Birmingham. ‘Thei 
the telephone rang constantly as anonymous callers threatened her— 
“We're coming after you” or “We'll get you this time.” But she was 
guarded by friends and relatives, including her young nephews, who had 
been taught to handle revolvers. ‘I'm not going to have her snatched 
from my care as they did the Till boy,” said Ulysses Moore. 

Meanwhile Shores and the N.A.A.C.P. took legal action. They filed suit 
to force the university to readmit her to classes and then, in a second 
motion designed to further force a bitter issue, asked to have her admit- 
ted to dining halls and dormitories. However legal their claim, this was a 
new provocation by an organization which inflames the Negroes’ most bit- 
ter enemies. And it alienated some who had deplored the earlier violenc

In Africa, Queen Elizabeth IT of England was 
winding up her first visit to a colony since her 
round-the-world tour of 1953. Together with 
her husband, the Duke of Edinburgh, she has 
been touring Nigeria, ancestral home of many 
U.S. Negroes and biggest colony remaining in 
Britain's imperial realm. 

The Nigerians had welcomed her with end- 
less parades of gentle children and a mighty 
durbar, an assembly of tribal chieftains, gal- 
loping horsemen and masked tribal dancers. 
Day after day for 20 days the salute roared on

THE FEUD AND ITS GHOST 


RATS, CATS AND SENATORS 


Members of the U.S. Senate are traditionall 
adept at talking out of both sides of th 
mouths, but seldom has there been as brazen 
a two-faced ploy as that perpetrated last week 
by the Senate Agriculture Committee. 

On the one hand it approved the President's 
proposal to create a “soil bank” to take land 
out of production, and thus cut down on the 
huge surpluses depressing farm income. It 
even voted $175 million more than he asked— 
a total of $1,35 billion, 

But then the committee did something 
It voted to restore high, rigid price supports, 
which would defeat the whole idea of the soil 
hank. As Secretary of Agriculture Benson said, 
“The soil bank would empty our warehouses 
but 90% of parity would fill them again. . . . 
‘The Congress must decide which way it wants 
to go; we cannot go both directions at once.” 

We can’t imagine people as shrewd as Amer- 
ican farmers being taken in by the perpetual- 
motion economics the Senate farm lobby is 
thus proposing. If any are, we urge them to 
consider a business which promises much 
greater rewards than farming for far shorter 
hours. We are thinking of the Cat & Rat Ranch 
business. It was advertised by some wits in 
Lacon, Ill. back in 1875 and its dead-pan pros- 
pectus was—as Clifton Fadiman’s new Ameri- 
can Treasury reports—solemnly carried by 
every newspaper in the U. 

GLORIOUS OPPORTUNITY TO GET RICH. We are 
starting a cat ranch in Lacon with 100,000 
cats. Each cat will average 12 kittens a year. 
‘The cat skins will sell for 30¢ each. One hun- 
dred men can skin 5,000 cats a day. We figure 
a daily profit of over $10,000. Now what shall 
we feed the cats? We will start a rat ranch 
next door with one million rats. The rats will 
breed 12 times faster than the cats. So we 
will have four rats to feed each day to each eat. 
Now what shall we feed the rats? We will feed 
the rats the carcasses of the cats after they 
have been skinned. Now Get This! We feed the 
rats to the cats and the cats to the rats and get 
the skins for nothing, 


The bitter recriminations between Truman 
and MacArthur (Lire, Feb. 13), make good 
reading, but their value for the average citi- 
zen will be lost if he thinks he can just sit 
back and enjoy a good fight. Nor is it his duty 
to take sides. The question is, could such a 
feud between two powerful U.S. leaders, en- 
larged by a similar split within the nation, 
happen again? What clues does it yield for 
the guidance of our Asian policy today? 

Set aside the constitutional issue (which 
did not exist), the personalities (terrific) and 
the politics (both subtle and intense). What 
you have left in the MacArthur firing, the 
real source of the tragedy, is this. Although 
MacArthur was trying to make one in Korea, 
and Truman was trying to find one in the 
echo-chambers of the U.N., the U.S. did not 
in fact have ian policy at that time. 
Asia was not taken as seriously as Europe. 
The Korean war fitted into no larger Ameri- 
can strategic goal or plan. Our resistance to 
Asian Communism was therefore spasmodic, 
opportunistic and doomed to fail 

Since then, there has been an improve- 
ment. Unlike Secretary Acheson, who never 
went there, Secretary Dulles is about to 
make his fourth visit to Asia and gives it a 
high place in his strategy. SEATO has been 
formed, the seed at least of an eastern NATO. 
Our alliance with Chiang Kai-shek, which 
Acheson was about to scuttle before the Ko- 
rean war, is firmer and better based. We have 
helped Ngo Dinh Diem bring South Viet- 
nam to the threshold of true national inde- 
pendence. And so on. But does all this add 
up to the Asian policy whose lack was so 
conspicuous in 1950? 


Some clues to the answer, to what a com- 
plete Asian policy must be, can be found in 
the Korean tragedy. When the Reds were de- 
ciding whether to cross the 38th Parallel in 
June 1950, what did they see opposing them? 
Some 500 U.S. military advisers left behind 
after our evacuation of South Korea, four 
green divisions in Japan, and a South Ko- 
rean army which was not allowed to have 
tanks or to mass on its own frontier. No won- 
der Stalin took his gamble. A complete Asian 
policy will not again leave any frontier so 
ill-defended as was Korea in 1950. 

The U.S. is far better armed today, and 
so are il ian allies; but not well-armed 
enough, either physically or psychologically. 
SEATO is just getting around to its first 
border-defense exercises this month, with 
not all its members participating. During the 
Dienbienphu crisis, U.S. diplomatic influ- 
ence was nearly emptied by Washington's re- 
fusal to contemplate the use of U.S. ground 
troops to support the defenders of South 
Vietnam. Would we again refuse this hurdle 
if a crisis arose to which ground troops were 
an essential part of the answer? If so, we 
are still not serious enough about Asia. 

Dulles has got all the diplomatic mileage 


possible out of our atomic preparedness. This 
must of course be maintained and reinforced 
by equal progress in other all-out weapons, 
notably guided missiles; such are the blue 
chips, unhappily, of cold-war diplomacy. 
That is why defense is so expensive these 
days. It cannot fall behind in any weapon 
which the Communists could ever use to 
blackmail us. But in the Korean war their 
weapon was the simple foot soldier and the 
coolie with the A-frame, who all but offset 
our air superiority. Although another Mac- 
Arthur would presumably not have to hob- 
ble his air force behind a Yalu boundary, he 
will also need ground troops—and a national 
willingness to use them, 


Atomic preparedness, “old-fashioned” pre- 
paredness, and the willingness to resist— 
given all that and our Asian policy is still not 
complete. We have to know what kind of 
goals and future for the people of Asia we 
are willing to share. 

In his famous farewell speech before Con- 
gress, MacArthur said of Asia: 

“Mustering half of the earth’s population 
and 60% of its natural resources, these peo- 
ple are rapidly consolidating a new for 
both moral and material, with which to rai 
the living standard and erect adaptations of 
the design of modern progress to their own 
distinct cultural environments . . . . This is 
the direction of Asian progress and it may 
not be stopped. . . . In this situation it be- 
comes vital that our own country orient its 
policies in consonance with this basic evo- 
lutionary condition . . . the colonial era is 
now past and the Asian peoples covet the 
right to shape their own free destiny. What 
they seek now is friendly guidance, unde 
standing and support . . . the dignity of 
equality .. . a little more food in their stom- 
achs, a little better clothing on their backs, 
a little firmer roof over their heads and the 
realization of the normal nationalist urge for 
political freedom.” 

If MacArthur, a military man, can under- 
stand these nonmilitary realities of Asia, all 
the more so should the State Department. 
For these Asian aspirations, which Asian 
Communism is now frustrating, can in time 
frustrate Asian Communism if they are 
staunchly supported and intelligently en- 
couraged by the U.S. A whole Asian policy 
must include a large role for the encourage- 
ment of these political and economic goals 
of the Asian people. This is the peaceful su- 
perstructure of a whole Asian policy, and it 
can no more be neglected than its military 
underpinnings. But like its military under- 
pinnings, it still leaves much to be desired. 

What made the MacArthur-Truman feud 
so tragic was that the nation was divided on 
the same issue that separated them. That 
division is no longer so bitter. But neither 
has it been superseded by a full Asian policy 
to which the nation can subscribe.

ance of becoming a part of world history, But unlike the Koh-i-noor 
(which may have weighed 800 carats in the rough, is 108 after two 
cuttings, and now is part of the British crown jewels), or the Hope 
(possibly 112 carats originally, ultimately cut to 44, and now owned 
by Winston) or the Orlov (some 300 carats in rough, 199 when cut, 
and now a part of Soviet Russia’s diamond treasury), this new addition 
to the world’s great jewels may have trouble finding a suitable home. 
‘That is because both its greatest value and beauty will be realized only 
if it is cut into one large stone; ideally it would be an emerald-cut 
diamond of about 200 carats, perfectly suited for the centerpiece of a 
necklace. Its value would then be around $2.5 million and Winston, 
who has made his own fortune by dealing in big stones with people 
who also own fortunes, has made a list of those who he thinks are in 
a position today to buy The Unnamed. 
he list has only a dozen names on it and none of them are U.S. 
citizens, for Winston feels the U.S. tax structure discourages such 
luxurious investments. In the days of royalty he would have been 
besieged by emissaries of kings and princes eager to blow part of their 
own tax collections on so rare a jewel. Today the King Farouks and 
the Indian princes are more or less retired from active business. Be- 
sides, the number of state functions at which such a stone can taste- 
fully be worn are close to the vanishing point. 

As he pondered this ice-blue dilemma last week Winston believed 
his best chance of selling the stone in one piece was to some Middle 
East oil tycoon. If he cannot find such a purchaser, he will be forced, 
out of sheer economic necessity, to cut it up into smaller stones, prob- 
ably five or six, which would bring an estimated $1.75 million. 

That would break his heart and not merely because of the profit in- 
volved. From the “three Cs” criteria of the expert—caratage, color and 
cleanliness (lack of blemishes)—The Unnamed is flawless. The head 
of De Beers Consolidated Mines, Sir Ernest Oppenheimer, has called 
it “the most magnificent stone ever discovered in South Africa.” 

Barring its sudden sale to an unexpected customer, the stone is al- 
most certain to stay as is for at least a year. During that time Win- 
ston’s chief cutter, Bernard de Haan, and rough stone expert, Daniel 
Frey, will study the diamond's grain and crystallization for dozens of 
hours. From 50 to 100 casts will be made of it, in glass, lead and plas. 
tic, to facilitate study, experiment and measurement. De Haan will 
lightly grind off four spots on the stone to open up “windows” that 
will enable the experts to see clearly into its very heart and double- 
check on the direction of the grain.

Few men left a more indelible imprint upon the 
minds of an entire generation than H. L. Mencl 
en, the scoffing, irreverent cynic who died a fort. 
night ago at 75. Reporter, columnist, political 
commentator, lexicographer, editor of the Amer- 

an Mercury and the Baltimore Sun, Mencken 
delighted in being a public scold. At the peak of 
his influence in the 1920s and early ’30s, he was 
happiest when stripping the skin off some public 
fraud or windbag, or deliberately affronting the 
‘sentiments of the Great American Public he liked 
to call boobus Americanus. 

Over the years Mencken wrote notes tot himself 
on thoughts he planned to expand into essays. In 
1948, despairing of ever catching up with them, 
he put them all together in an envelope to be 
published as his notes, He forgot about them after 
cerebral hemorrhage ended all further writing. 
Shortly before his death they were found and 
will be published on May 21, as Minority Report: 
H. L, Mencken's Notebooks, by Alfred A. Knopf 
(84). From the book Lire has taken these Menck- 
en samples which show the iconoclasm of the 
Baltimore sage at its most acid and outrageous.

The human race 
The average man never really thinks from end to end of his life. The 
mental activity of such people is only a mouthing of clichés. What they 
mistake for thought is simply repetition of what they have heard. My 
guess is that well over 80% of the human race goes through life without 
ever having a single original thought. Whenever a new one appears the 
average man shows signs of dismay and resentment. 


‘The notion that anything useful is accomplished by providing a large 
amount of leisure for the inferior man is probably full of folly. He in- 

iably spends it foolishly. The five-day week is humane but it would 
‘0 say it has produced any public value, save the lowly value of 
making idiots happy. They are just as stupid as they were before they 
had it; indeed, there is some reason to believe they are more stupid. 


Equality before the law is probably forever unattainable. It is a noble 
ideal, but it can never be realized, for what men value in this world is 
not rights but privileges. 


The existence of most human beings is of absolutely no significance to 
history or to human progress. They live and die as anonymously and as 
nearly uselessly as so many bullfrogs or houseflies. They are, at best, 
undifferentiated slaves upon an endless assembly line, and at worst 
they are robots who leave their mark upon time only by occasionally 
falling into the machinery, and so incommoding their betters. 


The capacity of human beings to bore one another seems to be vastly 
greater than that of any other animals. Some of their most esteemed

Nevertheless, a minority of bold and energetic men keep 
plugging away, and as a result of their hard labors and resultant infamy 
the sum of human knowledge gradually increases. Even the stupidest 
man of today rejects as absurd ideas that were entertained seriously by 
Socrates, and even the most pious nun hardly believes some of the non- 
sense preached by high ecclesiastical dignitaries in the 13th Century. 


Man is one of the toughest of animated creatures. Only the anthrax ba- 
cillus can stand so unfavorable an environment for so long a time. All 
other mammals would succumb quickly to what man endures almost 
without damage. Consider, for example, the life of a soldier in the front 
line—or the life of anyone in Mississippi.

ial worker, judging her by her own pretensions, helps to preserve 
multitudes of persons who would perish if left to themselves. Thus her 
work is clearly dysgenic and antisocial. For every victim of sheer m 
fortune that she restores to self-sustaining and social usefulness, she 
must keep alive scores of misfits and incompetents who can never, for 
all her help, pull their weight in the boat. Such persons can do nothing 
more valuable than dying.

The female moron, in her capacity as parasite, is frequently able to con- 
ceal her low intelligence, for the world is very apt to judge women by 
their clothes. The female moron ... employs every device that is cal- 
culated to arrest the attention of unobservant men, and in consequence 
she often marries well. Not uncommonly her imbecili revealed dra- 
matically when her first husband dies, for with money in her purse she 
usually tracks down a second who would disgrace a ten-cent-store girl. 
Many such well-heeled but hollow-headed widows marry movie actors. 


Government and politics 


A strong government always wars on the superior man. Its regimenting 
of the inferior goes on too, but is harmless; they can’t be made worse. 


Only a country that is rich and safe can afford to be a democracy, for 
democracy is the most expensive and nefarious kind of government ever 
heard of on earth. 


Government is actually the worst failure of civilized man. There has 
never been a really good one, and even those that are most tolerable 
are arbitrary, eruel, grasping and unintelligent. Indeed, it would not be 
far wrong io describe the best as 
the common enemy of all decent 
citizens. 


Tt would be humane to shoot all 
Presidents on the expiration of 
their terms, as I long ago proposed 
that every unsuccessful candidate 
for the Presidency be hanged. They 
dodder along in a truly obscene 
manner, and always end as public 
nuisances. Al Smith was the per- 
fect example. 


War 


If the abolition of war were really 
possible it would be a pity to lose 
an enterprise that has given so 
much delight to mankind, It re- 
mains the greatest of sports, and I 
am convinced that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of those who are 
forced to engage in it enjoy it, and look back on it afterward with high 
satisfaction. The average soldier left behind him only what the average 
‘American had had in peacetime, to wit, a wearisome and badly rewarded 
job, with small prospect of anything better thereafter. In place of this 
dull drudgery he found in the Army a vastly more spacious life, with 
many of the privileges of a chartered libertine.

Tn every community in America, however small, there are local notables 
whose notability rests wholly on the fact that they we drafted 
into some war or other.

For years Homo boobus stalks the earth vainglori- 
ously, flapping his wings over his God-given rights, his inalienable free- 
dom, his sublime equality to his masters. Then of a sudden he is thrust 
into a training camp, and discovers that he is a slave, after all—that 
even his life is not his own. 


The English ? 


The English look upon all things American with contempt and dislike. 
There are Englishmen, of course, who pretend to friendliness for the 
United States, but it always turns out on brief investigation that they 
are trying to sell something. 


I hope no one will mistake my occasional animadversions on the Eng- 
lish for moral indignation. They are, in their international relations, 
scoundrels, but so are all other nations, If they differ from the rest it is, 
only in the superior impudence and shamelessness of their false pre- 
tenses, the immeasurably greater virulence of their hypocrisy. This, it 
seems to me, is a kind of superiority.

Any pastor is free to cadge customers from the divines 
of rival sects, and to denounce the divines themselves as theologi- 
cal quacks. Doings that would cause’a lawyer to be disbarred, a medical 
man to lose his license to practise, and even a chiropractor, a bartender 
or a whore-madam to be regarded as grossly unethical, are part of his 
daily routine. 


The scientist who yields anything to theology, however slight, is yielding 
to ignorance and false pretenses, and as certainly as if he granted that 
a horse-hair put into a bottle of water will turn into a snake, 


There is no possibility whatsoever of reconciling science and theology, 
at least in Christendom, Either Jesus arose from the dead or He didn’t. 
If He did, then Christianity becomes plausible; if He did not, then it is 
sheer nonsense. I defy any genuine scientist to say that he believes in 

the Resurrection, or indeed in any 
other cardinal dogma of the Chris- 
tian system.

Capital punishment has failed in America simply because it has never 
been tried. If all criminals of a plainly incurable sort were put to death 
tomorrow there would be enormously less crime in the next generation. 


Another old punishment that might be profitably revived is that of ban- 
ishment. Canada would hardly notice a few additional ruffians, and Mexi- 
co might even welcome them. 


One of the fellows I can’t understand is the man with violent likes and 
dislikes in his drams . . . who holds that Scotch whiskey benefits his kid- 
neys whereas rye whiskey corrodes his liver.

Of all the classes of men I dislike most are those who make their living 
by talking—actors, clergymen, politicians, pedagogues, and so on. 


To me the scientific point of view is completely satisfying, and it has 
been so as long as I can remember. It leaves a good many dark spots in 
the universe, to be sure, but not a hundredth time as many as theology. 
It also fails on occasion to console, but so does theology; indeed, I am 
convinced that man, in the last analysis, is intrinsically inconsolable, 


As I grow older I am unpleasantly impressed by the fact that giving 
each human being but one life is a bad scheme. He should have two at 
the lowest—one for observing and studying the world, and the other 
for formulating and setting down his conclusions about it. 


Intellectuals, philosophers, teachers 


The United States has not only failed to produce a genuine aristoc- 
has also failed to produce an indigenous intelligentsia. The 
so-called intellectuals of the country are simply weather-vanes blown 
constantly by foreign winds, usually but not always English. 


Philosophy consists very largely of one philosopher arguing that all 
others are jackasses. He usually proves it, and I should add that he 
also usually proves that he is one himself, 


The public schools of the United States were damaged very seriously 
when they were taken over by the State. So long as they were private- 
ly operated the persons in charge of them retained a certain amount 
of professional autonomy, and with it went a considerable dignity. 
But now they are all petty jobholders, and show the psychology that 
goes with the trade. Even savages have reached a better solution of 
the educational problem. Their boys are taught, not by puerile eu- 
nuchs, but by their best men, and the process of education among 
them really educates.

a mystery and a worry to the art world, A few weeks ago the 
mystery was cleared up by a showing in East 
Berlin of the most famous of the 1,900 works 
which the Russians had finally returned to Ger- 
many. But the worry remained, for the exhibition 
revealed that some of the treasures had suffered 
s damage during their Russian sojourn. 
ig discovery was made by an Amer- 
ican, Dr. Alfred Frankfurter, editor of Art New 
who was among the first to inspect the paintings. 
He found some 30 masterpieces cracked, blistered 
or badly repainted. Intimately familiar with the 
paintings from prewar studies, Frankfurter attrib- 
uted their damage to climatic changes. During the 
war the art had been hidden by the Germans in mines, cellars, even water 
pipes. The shift from the moist atmosphere of these hiding places to the 
dry climate of Russia had caused the paint to split, swell and flake. These 
revelations were promptly denied by the East Germans, but the photo- 
graphs on these pages, made in East Berlin, provide their own evidence.

[Y decision not to bea candidate for re-election in 1952 goes 
back to the day of my inauguration in 1949. On this day my 
mind kept reviewing the many grave problems that confronted 
the nation and the world. And I found myself thinking about my 
own future, and how long a man ought to stay in the presidency, 
and a nation’s need for constant renewal of leadership. | now was 
certain that I would not run again. But I could not share this deci- 
sion with anyone. By the very nature of his office this is one secret 
a President must keep to himself to the last possible moment. 

More than a year later, on April 16, 1950, I wrote out my 
thoughts and my intentions in a memorandum which | locked 
away: “I am not a candidate for nomination by the Democratic 
Convention. ... I have been in public office well over thirty 
years, having been President of the United States almost two 
complete terms. . . . 

“In my opinion eight years as President is enough and some- 
times too much for any man to serve in that capacity. 

“There is a lure in power. It can get into a man’s blood just as 
gambling and lust for money have been known to do. 

“|... [know I could be elected again and continue to break the 
old precedent as it was broken by F.D.R. It should not be done. 
That precedent should continue . . . by custom based on the honor 
of the man in the office. 

“Therefore, to re-establish that custom, although by a quibble I 
could say I’ve only had one term, I am not a candidate and will 
not accept the nomination for another term.” 

In March 1951, | took the memorandum out at the Little White 
House in Key West and read it to my White House staff. The re- 
action was to be expected. The staff responded with deep emotion 
and expressions of protest and disappointment. They pleaded with 
me not to make public any such announcement. But I had no in- 
tention of doing this until the proper time. 

The man who occupies the high office of President is always 
aware that he is there only because more people wanted him than 
wanted the other fellow. But if he is to judge his situation by the 
people around him, he will hear a hundred voices telling him that 
he is the greatest man in the world for every one that tells him he is 
not. A President, if he is to have clear perspective and never get 
out of touch, must cut through the voices around him, know his 
history and make certain of the reliability of the information he gets. 

I was certain that it would be better for me, the party and the 
country to have a change in leadership. 

The most logical and qualified candidate, it appeared to me, was 
the Chief Justice of the United States, Fred M. Vinson. Vinson had 
a rich background of experience in all three branches of our gov- 
ernment. He was gifted with a sense of personal and political 
loyalty seldom found among the top men in Washington. Too 
often loyalties are breached in Washington in the rivalries for 
political advantage. Not so with Vinson. He was a devoted and

undemonstrative patriot who could also consistently practice per- 
sonal and party loyalty. 

In the summer of 1950 I first approached Vinson with the sugges- 
tion that he should become the candidate to succeed me. But 
he declined. 

In the fall of 1951 I invited Vinson to visit me at the Little White 
House in Key West, and there I resumed my talks with him about 
his becoming the Democratic candidate for President. We talked 
about it from one end to the other, and he finally said that he 
would speak to Mrs. Vinson about it. He always consulted her 
when anything vital came up in his career. I have never come in 
contact with a more devoted couple. 

Back in Washington, Vinson told me that after talking it over 
with Mrs. Vinson and after most serious consideration, he still felt 
honestly and in his heart that he did not think he should use the 
Court as a steppingstone to the presidency. But shortly after this 
meeting and after I had another talk, this time with Mrs. Vinson, 
the Chief Justice firmly declined on the basis of his physical condi- 
tion. I think that if Vinson had become President, he would have 
ranked high among Presidents—but it probably would have fur- 
ther shortened his life. 


Man who had ‘what it takes’ 


'HE field was now wide open as far as I was concerned. I be- 

gan to canvass the situation from one end of the country to 
the other. On May 8, 1951 I wrote the following memorandum: 
“*”.. If we can find a man who will . .. continue the Fair Deal, 
Point IV, fair employment, parity for farmers and a consumers’ 
protective policy, the Democratic party can win from now on. 

“‘It seems to me now that the governor of Illinois has the back- 
ground and what it takes. Think I'll talk to him.” 

I liked Adlai Stevenson’s political and administrative back- 
ground. I admired him personally. I liked his forthright and ener- 
getic campaign for the governorship. He proved in that contest 
that he possessed a knowledge and “feel” for politics and that he 
had learned that a knowledge of politics is necessary to carry out 
the function of our form of free government. 

I had an especially high regard for Stevenson’s many contribu- 
tions to the federal government as special assistant to many agency 
heads and Cabinet members. 

Here are some notes I made after my talks with Governor Ste- 
venson: **... I told him that I would not run for President again 
and that it was my opinion he was best-fitted for the place... . 

“... [told him what I thought the presidency is, how it has 
grown into the most powerful and greatest office in the history 
of the world. I asked him to take it and told him that if he 
would agree he could be nominated. | told him that a President in 
the White House always controlled the National Convention.

. . . But he said: No! He apparently was flabbergasted. . . . 

“On March 4 Governor Stevenson came to see me again, this 
time at his request, to tell me that he had made a commitment to 
run for re-election in Illinois and that he did not think he could go 
back on that commitment honorably. I appreciated his viewpoint, 
and I honored him for it... .” 

But I felt that in Stevenson I had found the man to whom I 
could safely turn over the responsibilities of party leadership. I felt 
certain that he would see it as his duty to seek the nomination, 

On March 29, at the annual Jefferson-Jackson Day Dinner in 
the National Guard Armory in Washington, D.C., I announced 
that I would not run again. 

There was a moment of stunned silence in the hall. Then shouts 
of protest went up, and they were repeated when I left the hall. 
When I arrived at the White House I found the ushers and door- 
men almost in tears and the two maids who were taking care of 
my mother-in-law were weeping. I told them to calm down and 
stay on the job, 

I am inclined to think that if I had announced early in 1950 or 
1951 that I intended to carry the fight myself to a conclusion, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower would not have been the Republican candidate— 
and perhaps not the President. I hold to that opinion because 
I am sure that Eisenhower in 1952 thought that he would have 
no fight for the election and that perhaps the Democrats would 
nominate him also. 

There were a number of other good men who were frankly can- 
didates for the Democratic nomination. I gave careful study and 
consideration to each. 

One of the ablest and most deserving was Averell Harriman. 
His record of government service was long and distinguished. I 
held Harriman in the highest regard, and still do, but I felt that 
with his limited experience in elective politics and no experience 
in campaigning for an elective office. he was somewhat handicapped 
at this particular time. 

Some weeks before the convention Harriman came to see me 
to ask if I would be agreeable to the New York delegation’s put- 
ting him in nomination.-I replied to Harriman that it was all right 
for him to take the step but that when the time came for the con- 
vention to nominate its candidate for President, I wanted him to 
be in line to help nominate that man, whoever he was. Some of the 
party leaders also approached me to ask if they could help Harri- 
man, and I told them of course they could. I assured Harriman 
that if it came to a showdown between him and Stevenson, I was 
committed to Stevenson. This understanding between Harriman 
and myself was behind some of the developments at the convention. 
in July. 

Estes Kefauver made an energetic and extensive campaign for 
the nomination. His record as a member of the House and his 
work in the Senate was in most respects highly commendable. I 
knew of his popularity. I approved of what he undertook to do 
with his investigating committee, but I did not approve of the 
methods he used and the way he went about it. 

Robert S. Kerr from Oklahoma was another favorite-son candi- 
date. He was an able, courageous and effective senator. Unfortu- 
nately, his background of representing the oil and gas interests in 
the Senate made him ineligible in my opinion. 

Dick Russell of Georgia was a candidate to be reckoned with. 


committal despite Truman’s blessing. Kefauver beat Truman in New 
Hampshire primary before Truman announced he would not run again. 


He had ability, integrity and honesty. He was one of the best- 
informed men in the Senate and perhaps the best-informed on the 
agricultural situation of the nation. But being from Georgia, where 
the race issue was so heated, he did not have a serious chance of 
being nominated. I believe that if Russell had been from Indiana or 
Missouri or Kentucky, he may very well have been the President 
of the United States. 

As the time for the convention drew nearer, Adlai Stevenson 
continued to be reluctant to commit himself. It therefore became 
necessary, with the convention close at hand, for the party to de- 
cide on some other strong candidate and unite behind him. This 
is where Vice President Alben Barkley played a key and dramatic 
role. Barkley was at the height of his popularity with the people, 
with the party and with the Congress. But for his age he would 
have been a most logical candidate. 

About two weeks before the convention Barkley let it be known 
that he would like to be a candidate for the presidency, I invited 
him to a meeting at the White House at which Frank McKinney, 
chairman of the Democratic National Committee, and members 
of my staff were present. We informed Barkley that Stevenson had 
refused to run and that if he (Barkley) was serious about wanting 
the nomination, we would support him. 


Bad-luck breakfast 


.RKLEY went to the Chicago convention on the opening day, 

July 21, with that commitment. But in one essential respect Bar- 
kley failed to follow our suggestions to him. In meeting with the 
leaders of labor to enlist their support, we told him to be sure to 
see the leaders one at a time. Instead he arranged a breakfast meet- 
ing with all at once. We knew that they would never commit 
themselves in a crowd, and all that came of this meeting with the 
labor leaders was a unanimous turndown. I am of the opinion that 
if Barkley had been advised by a manager skilled in dealing with 
labor, this rejection by labor would never have occurred. 

That same afternoon Barkley called me in Washington. He told 
me that his wife and his supporters had advised him that it would 
be best for him to withdraw, and that he had already announced 
his decision to the press. I told Barkley I thought he was acting on 
an impulse and that he would regret it. 

Shortly after my conversation with Barkley, I received a call 
from Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer to tell me that he 
did not think it was right for Barkley to be allowed to leave Chi- 
cago until he had made a personal appearance before the con- 
vention. I agreed and telephoned Chairman McKinney. On the 
evening of July 23 Alben Barkley was escorted to the speaker’s 
platform to receive one of the greatest ovations ever accorded any- 
one at a national political convention. 

Barkley’s extemporaneous address was acclaimed as one of the 
most heart-warming and moving speeches ever brought before 
such a gathering. It was the “Veep” at his best, I think it was 
the greatest and grandest exit a major withdrawing candidate 
could make. 

But this extraordinary picture was soon to be spoiled when un- 
expectedly three delegates from other states than his own put 
Barkley’s name in nomination. 

On the following day, July 24, Governor Stevenson called to ask 
whether it would embarrass me if he allowed his name to be placed 
in nomination. I replied with a show of exasperation and some 
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rather vigorous words and concluded by saying to Stevenson, “I 
have been trying since January to get you to say that. Why would 
it embarrass me?” 

From here on events began to move swiftly and to shape the 
course of the convention leading to the nomination of Stevenson. 

Actually, if Barkley had not withdrawn when he did, and if he 
had not made it irrevocable in his call to me, | would not at this 
late date have been able to tell Stevenson that I would support him. 
and Barkley would have been the Democratic nominee. 

In his campaign for the presidency, Stevenson lived up to his 
reputation as a man of eloquence. His eloquence was real because 
his words gave definition and meaning to the major issues of our 
time. He was particularly effective in expressing this nation’s for- 
eign policy. He made no demagogic statements. He made no ex- 
travagant promises. He was not vague with generalities but would 
talk to the point. While some felt he may have talked over the heads 
of some people, he was uncom- 
promising in being himself. His 
was a great campaign and did 
credit to the party and the na- 
tion. He did not appeal to the 
weakness but to the strength 
of the people. He did not trade 
principles for votes. What he 
said in the South he would say 
in the North, and what he said 
in the East he would say in the 
West. It will be to his credit 
that, although given provo- 
cation by the opposition, he 
stayed away from personalities 
and accusations. 

But Stevenson’s attitude to- 
ward the President he hoped to 
succeed was a mystery to me 
for some time, and I believe 
Stevenson made several mis- 
takes. Whether this was due to the urgings of advisers, bad infor- 
mation or, perhaps, to the contagion other good citizens were suffer- 
ing as a result of reading the anti-Democratic press, I do not know. 

The first mistake he made was to fire the chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee and to move his campaign headquarters 
to Springfield, Ill., giving the impression that he was seeking to 
disassociate himself from the Administration in Washington, and 
perhaps from me, How Stevenson hoped he could persuade the 
American voters to maintain the Democratic party in power while 
seeming to disown powerful elements of it I do not know. 

Stevenson, during an interview in Oregon, quoted a reporter’s 
phrase in answering a question and said that he would clean up 
“the mess in Washington.” I wondered if he had been taken in by 
the Republican fraudulent build-up of a few flyspecks on our Wash- 
ington windows into a big blot or “mess.” For several years the 
Republican opposition had tried to make a case against the Admin- 
istration only to find that the Administration was always alert in 
rooting out corruption or bad practices wherever they existed. As 
long as there are those who will pay to corrupt, there will always be 
some who will yield to corruption. This is as true in private business 
as it is in public or government business. 

By this inadvertence in Oregon, Stevenson provided the Repub- 
lican opposition with the audacity to go ahead with the two phony 
issues of the Eisenhower campaign—corruption and Korea. 


Stevenson vs. the professionals 


NOTHER mistake in Stevenson’s campaign was his failure to 
coordinate and give proper recognition to existing Democratic 
organizations in the major population centers. This came as a sur- 
prise to me. I had attributed to him realistic political judgment 
as governor of Illinois. 

By alienating many influential Democratic political leaders at 
the outset Stevenson may have thought he was attaining full free- 
dom of action. But in reality he needlessly sacrificed basic political 
backing and perhaps millions in votes. 


BARKLEY’S FATAL MISTAKE in seeking nomination, says Truman, 
was seeing labor leaders in a group—instead of singly—to ask support. 


There is more to the business of party leadership and party pol- 
itics than the making of speeches, even though the speeches may be 
brilliant. A politician soon learns that his performance on the 
stage depends as much on the stagehands as on his own skill. 
Stevenson now knows as well as anyone that politics is a highly 
organized effort on the part of a great many people where amateurs 
must learn quickly or fail. 

The difference between the two major political parties in this 
country, as I see it, is that whereas Republicans descend to the 
people at each election to court them, we Democrats are always 
with and among them and maintain constant contact through es- 
tablished political organizations. Hence, a Democratic candidate 
for any office will usually fare better in his campaign if he does not 
throw away organization support without good reason. 

Another mistake in the 1952 campaign was that there was little or 
no coordination between Washington and Springfield. Actually, 
there were two campaigns be- 
ing waged by the Democrats, 
and this often led to overlap- 
ping and confusion. It was an 
unfortunate situation which 
could have been avoided. When 
it seemed to me almost too late, 
Stevenson asked me to get into 
the campaign and I gave it all 
Thad. 

It seems to me that another 
mistake by Mr. Stevenson was 
to allow himself to go on the 
defensive on the question of 
so-called Communists in gov- 
ernment. The most brazen lie 
of the century has been fabri- 
cated by reckless demagogues 
among the Republicans to the 
effect that Democrats were soft 
on Communists. The Repub- 
licans used the technique of fear and the Big Lie to confuse and 
frighten our people. The historic fact is that it was under a Demo- 
cratic administration that economic and military measures were 
taken which saved Western civilization from Communist control. 

It was the Democratic administration that prosecuted the known 
Communist conspirators in this country and convicted them with- 
out throwing away our Bill of Rights by resorting to totalitar- 
ian methods. What is just as important, we strengthened our 
economy by maintaining full employment and prosperity and 
thus helped defeat Communism where hunger and misery threat- 
ened free peoples. This is a record without parallel in history. All 
Americans, whatever their politics, may feel justly proud of the 
role of this country in this great period of continuous struggle for 
the world’s freedom. 

It seems to me that Stevenson, who knew the facts since he 
took part in the Administration’s fight against Communism, as 
had Eisenhower, should have resisted vigorously any maneuvers 
to put him on the defensive as an opponent of Communism. 
He should never have yielded to the challenge of contemptible 
demagogues, many of whom flinched while the Administration 
fought Communism. 

I am sure that if Stevenson had accepted in good faith the prop- 
osition I made to him on Jan. 30, 1952, and enabled us to make 
the proper build-up, there would have been no contest to speak of 
at Chicago, and I think he would have received at least three million 
more votes. Perhaps this would not have produced enough more 
votes to elect him, but there would have been enough to rebuke 
Eisenhower for his demagoguery and endorsement of the Jenner- 
McCarthy “‘Big Lie.” 

Having said this, I want to make clear that my admiration for 
Stevenson as the spokesman and the standard-bearer of the party 
was justified by his brilliant exposition of the main issues. I hold 
him in the highest regard for his intellectual courage. It took cour- 
age to speak with candor and forthrightness in the face of the 
demagogic campaigning conducted by the Republicans. Stevenson, 
even in defeat, left a profound and enduring impression on the 
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American people. The nation and the party were richer for his 
inspiring and high-level campaign. 

Stevenson, of course, faced very formidable opposition in the 
great popularity of General Eisenhower whom the Republicans 
had appropriated. Any Democratic nominee would have had 
to face the enormous psychological handicap of campaigning 
against a very popular military hero. Some Republican leaders 
believed they could not win with Senator Taft or with any other 
traditional Republican. The Republicans, being a minority 
party, knew that they had to borrow strength from the Demo- 
cratic and independent vote. The popularity of a war hero like 
that of General Eisenhower seemed to provide a rare political 
opportunity to a rebellious Republican clique. 

In 1948 and 1952 there were even some Democrats who, fear- 
ful of defeat, also wanted to seize upon the popularity of this 
man. Many of us did not know whether Eisenhower was a 
Republican or a Democrat until he announced himself as a 
candidate on the Republican side. He had been persuaded that 
his popularity was such that he would have no opposition 
in the Republican party, and he had even been encouraged 
to feel that the Democrats might very well make it unanimous 
by also nominating him on the Democratic ticket. These ad- 
visers apparently did not speak for the entire Republican lead- 
ership and certainly not for the Democrats.: There followed 
a bitter struggle in the Republican leadership, and Eisenhower 
found himself knee-deep in politics. He had to make use of 
the machinations of Dewey and Brownell as well as of his 
personal popularity to win the Republican nomination. 

Those of us who knew Eisenhower through his long service 
in uniform under two Democratic Presidents had reason to hope 
that he would campaign on a high level. He had been assigned 
important roles and given a part in the historic struggle of the 
battle against the totalitarian powers and in the military rebuild- 
ing of the Western powers in the postwar period. He measured 
up to his assignments with distinction and the well-deserved 
gratitude of the Allied world. He had the opportunity to know 
and to understand what was happening in the world and what 
we were doing as a nation. 

We were shocked and disappointed to find that he would 
lend himself to the type of campaign that followed: He per- 
mitted a campaign of distortion and vilification that he could 
not possibly have believed was true. There were mass accusa- 
tions of subversion and corruption against the Democratic ad- 
ministration. Yet two years of Republican rule have failed to 
produce any evidence to justify the vile accusations of the cam- 
paign, despite the feverish searchings of his Attorney General. 
Hard as it was for us to understand this side of Eisenhower now 
revealed to us, it was even more of a jolt to see our foreign 


policy used as a political football. But when our struggle in 
Korea was appropriated for partisan political purposes at a 
time when we were negotiating for armistice in the face of a 
most stubborn and tricky foe, I felt that we had reached a situa- 
tion that was politically and morally intolerable. I could under- 
stand certain extreme isolationists using Korea as a political 
weapon; but I will never understand how a responsible military 
man, fully familiar with the extreme delicacy of our negotiations 
to end hostilities, could use this tragedy for political advantage. 
I regret that such a chapter should have been written into our 
political history. 

When General Eisenhower, in his Detroit speech, proposed 
that if elected he would journey to Korea in person to put an 
end to the fighting, he must have known that he was weakening 
our hand in negotiations. He must have known that he could 
accomplish little, if anything, by such a trip. He also must have 
known that by making this statement he was leading the Ameri- 
can people to believe that the day after he became President he 
would bring them peace in Korea. The fighting continued for 
many months after the new Administration took over, and 
peace in Korea is yet to be achieved. No man in our national life 
had a better reason to know or a better opportunity to find out 
the nature of the enemy. No man had less right to use this 
crisis for political purposes. 


‘Frantic expediency’ 


'HERE is something else that I shall never be able to un- 
derstand. When he delivered a major speech in Milwau- 
kee, General Eisenhower was persuaded to delete from his 
speech a personal tribute to his former chief, General Marshall. 
Eisenhower agreed to the deletion in order to make possible the 
presence of Senator McCarthy on the platform with him. I 
would like to believe that in this instance Eisenhower permitted 
himself to be badly advised because of his political inexperience. 
It may be that Eisenhower had yielded to frantic expediency be- 
cause of his discovery that he could not get the nomination or 
the presidency without a contest and a vigorous personal cam- 
paign. In order to win the nomination, he had to go in hot pur- 
suit of delegates which involved a bitter attack on Taft. And 
then he had to wage an all-out campaign to win the election. 
General Eisenhower won. He received the greatest number of 
votes cast for any presidential candidate in the history of the 
nation. But proportionately he did not come close to the major- 
ities of Franklin Roosevelt in 1932 and in 1936, or that of 
Harding in 1920 or Herbert Hoover in 1928. But for the first 
time in the nation’s history more than 60 million persons went 
to the polls and even though Stevenson came within 162,000 
votes of surpassing even the total of F.D.R. in 1936, he was 
beaten by more than six million votes. 
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Were it not for millions of one-time voters, I doubt if the 
Republicans would have carried either the Senate or the House 
of Representatives, even by the slim margin which they were 
able to squeeze out. 

But it is as dramatic as it is significant that more than 27 mil- 
lion Democrats resisted the appeal of a military hero to stand 
by their basic party convictions and voted for Stevenson. 


SENT the following message to General Eisenhower from 

the train at Martinsburg, W. Va.: ‘Congratulations on your 
overwhelming victory. The 1954 budget must be presented to 
the Congress before January 15th. All the preliminary figures 
have been made up. You should have a representative meet 
with the director of the Bureau of the Budget immediately. The 
Independence will be at your disposal if you still desire to 
go to Korea.” 

At 2:17 p.m., Nov. 5, I received the following telegram: “I 
deeply appreciate your courteous and generous telegram. I shall 
try to make arrangements within next two or three days to have 
a personal representative to sit with the director of the Budget. 
Iam most appreciative of your offer of the use of the Independ- 
ence but assure you that any suitable transport plane that one 
of the services could make available will be satisfactory for my 
planned trip to Korea. With your permission I shall give the 
Secretary of Defense the earliest possible notice of my proposed 
date of departure. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower.” 

Upon receiving General Eisenhower's telegram, I sent anoth- 
er message to him that same day: “Thank you for your prompt 
and courteous reply to my telegram. I know you will agree with 
me that there ought to be an orderly transfer of the business of 
the executive branch of the government to the new Administra- 
tion, particularly in view of the international dangers and prob- 
lems that confront this country and the whole free world, I in- 
vite you, therefore, to meet with me in the White House at your 
early convenience to discuss the problem of this transition peri- 
od, so that it may be clear to all the world that this nation is 
united in its struggle for freedom and peace.” 

On Nov. 6, I received this telegram from General Eisenhower: 

“Thank you for your telegram, I am gratified by your sugges- 
tion that we have a personal meeting in the interest of orderly 
transition. Because I obviously require a reasonable time for 
conversations and conferences leading up to the designation of 
important assistants I respectfully suggest that we tentatively 
plan the proposed meeting for the early part of the week begin- 
ning November 17. In the meantime with your permission I 
shall try to take immediate advantage of your suggestion con- 
cerning a budgetary representative and will additionally propose 
other individuals for indoctrination in several of the other de- 
partments in the Federal government. In this way our own con- 
ference can achieve maximum results. I share your hope that we 
may present to the world an American unity in basic issues.” 


‘Fundamental things’ 


HAT same day I had already sent a letter by special courier 

to General Eisenhower bringing to his attention some spe- 
cial international situations on which I had to make policy de- 
cisions: ‘*. . . There are some really fundamental things pending 
before the United Nations that must be met in a positive man- 
ner. I wish you would suggest somebody, in addition to the per- 
son who is to talk to the Budget Director, to discuss these 
matters authoritatively with the Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and the Secretary of Defense. . . . 

“All these things are vital policy matters which can only be 
decided by the President of the United States, but I would pre- 
fer not to make firm decisions on these matters without your 
concurrence, although the decisions will have to be made. These 
things affect the whole American policy with regard to the 
free world. 

“If you could designate someone to act authoritatively for 
you, or come yourself to sit in on these meetings, it would be 
the proper solution to the problem.” 
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I thought it was an omission in our political tradition that a 
retiring President did not make it his business to facilitate the 
transfer of the government to his successor. 

This omission goes back to the very early days in our history. 
John Adams, the second President, left the White House in the 
middle of the night because he did not want to meet Jefferson on 
the day of his inauguration. In more recent history Woodrow Wil- 
son got no turnover of government from President Taft. Wilson 
did not turn over the government to Harding, but at that time 
Wilson was an invalid. 

Herbert Hoover invited President-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt 
to come to the White House shortly after the election in 1932 to 
discuss the national crisis. Roosevelt went to the White House 
twice—once in late November and once in January. But he declined 
to share the responsibility of actually making decisions and taking 
actions, Roosevelt gave as his reason 
that he had no constitutional author- 
ity as President-elect to share in the 
responsibility of decisions which only 
a President can exercise. Except for 
the last two weeks before the inaugu- 
ration when the outgoing and the in- 
coming Secretaries of the Treasury 
worked together informally, there was 
no administrative turnover. 

I was determined that we should 
have an orderly turnover of every de- 
partment of the government to assist 
the incoming Administration to keep 
this nation a going concern, 

On Novy. 7, I received the follow- 
ing reply from General Eisenhower: 
“Because | believe so firmly in true 
bi-partisan approach to our foreign 
problems, | am especially appreciative 
of your letter. ... However, because I have had no opportunity to 
accumulate a staff of advisors and assistants, it will take me a 
little time to designate anyone who could participate profitably in 
this kind of conference. I shall give priority attention to the mat- 
ter and I will communicate with you further no later than Mon- 
day next, November 10. 

“In your letter you use the word ‘authori 
it you mean that my representative be able accurately to reflect my 
views. This he will be able to do, but quite naturally this will like- 
wise be the limit of his authority since I myself can have none 
under current conditions.” 

Two days later, Nov. 9, President-elect Eisenhower telegraphed: 
“Lam designating Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., of Massa- 
chusetts, to serve as my personal liaison with those departments and 
agencies of government, other than the Bureau of the Budget. . . . 

“Tam also designating Joseph M. Dodge, of Detroit, to act as my 
personal liaison with the Director of the Bureau of the Budget. . . .”” 
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A problem and an invitation 


EANTIME Secretary of State Acheson had expressed his con- 
cern to me about the effect of the proposed trip of Eisen- 
hower to Korea upon the armistice negotiations and the U.N. sup- 
port of those negotiations. [Acheson wrote a memorandum stat- 
ing that speculation at the U.N. over Eisenhower's coming trip 
to Korea was causing uncertainty over the armistice negotiations 
there and might delay U.N. passage of a U.S.-sponsored resolu- 
tion favoring voluntary repatriation of prisoners of war. Acheson 
suggested that a statement by Eisenhower reaffirming his support 
for the current U.S. position would help to clarify the situation. 
To explain the background of his meeting with General Eisen- 
hower on these subjects Mr. Truman goes back to an early period 
in the campaign. | 
Even before the Democratic and Republican conventions in Chi- 
cago had nominated their candidates, | had made up my mind to 
keep both candidates informed about the important developments 
of our foreign policy. For this reason, on Aug. 13, even as the elec- 
tion campaigns got under way, I sent the following telegram to 


HELP FOR CANDIDATES came from Truman, Taft

General Eisenhower: “I would be most happy if you would attend 
a Cabinet luncheon next Tuesday the nineteenth. If you want to 
bring your press secretary and any other member of your staff I'd 
be glad to have them. If you can arrive at about twelve fifteen, 
I'll have General Smith and the Central Intelligence Agency give 
you a briefing on the foreign situation. Then we will have lunch- 
eon with the Cabinet and after that if you like I'll have my en- 
tire staff report to you on the situation in the White House and 
in that way you will be entirely briefed on what takes place. I've 
made arrangements with the Central Intelligence Agency to fur- 
nish you once a week with the world situation as I also have for 
Governor Stevenson.” 

The following day Eisenhower declined my invitation, replying 
as follows: “Thank you for your offer to have me briefed by cer- 
tain agencies of the government on the foreign situation. On the 
personal side I am also grateful for 
your luncheon invitation. 

“In my current position as stand- 
ard bearer of the Republican Party 
and of other Americans who want to 
bring about a change in the national 
Government, it is my duty to remain 
free to analyze publicly the policies 
and acts of the present administra- 
tion whenever it appears to me to be 
proper and in the country’s interests. 

“During the present period the peo- 
ple are deciding our country’s leader- 
ship for the next four years. The de- 
cision rests between the Republican 
nominee and the candidate you and 
your Cabinet are supporting and with 
whom you conferred before sending 
your message. In such circumstances 
and in such a period I believe our 
communications should be only those which are known to all the 
American people. Consequently | think it would be unwise and 
result in confusion in the public mind if I were to attend the meet- 
ing in the White House to which you have invited me. 

“As you know, the problems which you suggest for discussion 
are those with which I have lived for many years. In spite of this 
L would instantly change this decision in the event there should 
ise a grave emergency. There is nothing in your message to in- 
akcais that this is presently the case. 

“With respect to the weekly reports from the Central Intelligence 
Agency that you kindly offered to send me, I will welcome these 
reports. In line with my view, however, that the American people 
are entitled to all the facts in the international situation, save only 
in those cases where the security of the United States is involved, 
I would want it understood that the possession of these reports will 
in no other way limit my freedom to discuss or analyze foreign 
programs as my judgment dictates.” 

Eisenhower's telegram angered me. It was apparent that the pol- 
ans had already begun to mishandle him. On Aug. 16 I wrote 
in longhand this personal letter to Eisenhower: 

“Dear Ike: 1 am sorry if I caused you any embarrassment. 

“What I've always had in mind was and is a continuing foreign 
policy. You know that is a fact because you had a part in out- 
lining i it. 

“Partisan politics should stop at the boundaries of the United 
States. I'm extremely sorry that you have allowed a bunch of screw- 
balls to come between us. 

“You have made a bad mistake, and I’m hoping that it won't 
injure this great Republic. 

“There has never been one like it and I want to see it continue 
regardless of the man who occupies the most important position in 
the history of the world. 

“May God guide you and give you light. 

“From a man who has always been your friend and who always 
intended to be! 

Sincerely, 
Harry S. Truman.” 
Three days later, on Aug. 19, General Eisenhower sent me a

personal reply also written in longhand. In his letter he ex- 
pressed sincere thanks for the courtesy of my note of the 16th. 
He said he wished tu assure me that my invitation caused him 
no personal embarrassment. His feeling, he said, was that 
having entered this political campaign, he would become in- 
volved in the necessity of making laborious explanations to 
the public, if he had met with me and the Cabinet. He went 


| on to say that since there was no hint of national emergency 


in my telegram of invitation and he no longer belonged to 
any of the public services, he thought it wiser to decline. He 
closed his letter by assuring me of his support of real biparti- 
sanship in foreign problems. 


N the morning of Nov. 18 Secretary of State Acheson, 

Secretary of the Treasury Snyder, Secretary of Defense 
Lovett and Assistant to the President Averell Harriman con- 
ferred with me on the various items of business to be taken up 
with Eisenhower that afternoon. 

General Eisenhower arrived at the White House executive 
offices at 1:55 and was immediately escorted to my office. He 
was accompanied by Senator Lodge and Mr. Dodge, but I in- 
vited the President-elect to meet with me privately before we 
held a general session with our aides. 

Eisenhower was unsmiling. | thought he looked tense. I 
wanted him to be at his ease. Before getting to the purpose of 
the conference, I talked to him about some of the paintings 
hanging in my office, and I pointed to the large and magnificent 
globe he had used in World War II. Eisenhower gave me this 
globe at Frankfort, where I saw him during the Potsdam confer- 
ence. I offered to leave this globe for him in the White House. He 
accepted. He remained unsmiling. I then got down to business. 

I told him I thought it was necessary to have this meeting in 
the best interests of the country and that I had two important 
reasons in mind. We needed to reassure other countries that 
there was some stability about our foreign policy and allay un- 
easiness during this period of transition. And I said I wanted to 
make it plain that my offer to cooperate in an orderly transfer 
“Of government to his Administration was a genuine offer to 
do what was best for the country. I had no purpose or intention 
of setting any political trap or trying to shift any responsibility 
that was mine as President. 

I told him that the Constitution leaves the powers and duties 
of the presidential office on the outgoing President until th 
auguration of his successor. The responsibility would be mine 
until Jan. 20, and I expected to exercise it.

SAID I understood that any President-elect is naturally and 
properly reluctant to take on any of the political responsibili- 
ties of the office before taking on the legal powers as well. I stated

I said, ‘*We will tell you aboat these issues and would welcome 
concurrence if you want to give it. But we will not press for it. 
This is a matter on which you will have to make up your own 


T outlined the atomic energy matters which required the Presi- 
dent’s decision and how the President works with the Spe- 
cial Committee of the National Security Council. I offered to 
arrange to have the Chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 

ission, Gordon Dean, bring him up to date on the atomic 
energy program. 

Our meeting lasted 20 minutes, and I then escorted the general 
into the Cabinet room. 

I informed the others that I had just had a private conversa- 
tion with General Eisenhower. At this point the President-elect 
asked me whether I would give him a memorandum of our con- 
versation. I assured the general I would be glad to do so. 
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PREPARING FOR TURNOVER to the new administration, Tru- 
man confers with Eisenhower at the Nov. 18 White House meeting. 
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I then handed him a two-page memorandum prepared by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, John Snyder, outlining certain 
problems which would have to be dealt with by the incoming 
Administration. 

I then asked Secretary of State Dean Acheson to outline cer- 
tain matters which required either immediate attention or which 
General Eisenhower should have actively in mind. 

Before Acheson spoke, General Eisenhower asked whether he 
should take notes or whether he would be given a memorandum 
on the points to be raised. Acheson agreed to give General Eisen- 
hower a memorandum covering these matters. 

To conserve time Acheson dealt with only the most important 
problems. He told General Eisenhower that he felt it was advis- 
able for him to broaden his liaison with the State Department 
so that as many as possible of the men on whom General Eisen- 
hower would depend would become familiar with the subjects 
which would have to be dealt with after Jan. 20. 

Acheson then dealt with the United Nations discussions over 
Korea, particularly as they related to the prisoners of war issue: 
“Any statement on this matter, supporting the view held by 
this government, by General Eisenhower, would be of the great- 
est possible assistance. I have prepared the sort of a state- 
ment which might provide this assistance and | am handing 
it to Senator Lodge.” 

This is the statement that we suggested that Eisenhower make: 

“The American people earnestly want peace in Korea. They 
insist, however, on an honorable armistice. The armistice should 
be a clean and clear armistice which settles all the military prob- 
lems and leaves nothing to chance or misconstruction. 

“Our prisoners of war in Communist hands must be promptly 
returned. Communist prisoners of war in our hands should be 
allowed to go home. But it is clear to me that those who vio- 
lently resist return to the Communists cannot be driven back. 
They cannot be held in indefinite captivity. They must be re- 
leased as free men. 

“T hope that the General Assembly of the United Nations will 
take a firm stand on these matters.”* 

No immediate response from General Eisenhower was asked 
on this proposed statement. But General Eisenhower said that 
he was seeing British Foreign Secretary Eden on Thursday and 
would discuss the question of Korea with him. 

Acheson then dealt with the situation in Iran which had devel- 
oped to a critical point. This was the dispute between Iran 
and the United Kingdom over oil. Acheson told of some of 
the latest complications between France and Germany in con- 
nection with NATO, which, of course, was familiar ground to 
General Eisenhower. 


* General Eisenhower issued no statement before leaving for Korea but on 
his return in December he generally reaffirmed the U.S. insistence on an 
“honorable peace.” When he became President he specifically endorsed the 
principle of voluntary repatriation of PWs.—ED. 
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When Acheson concluded his presentation, General Eisen- 
hower said that he would like a memorandum of what the Sec- 
retary of State had said. He would give it careful study, as well 
as the suggested statement on Korea. 

General Eisenhower said that he recognized the seriousness 
and critical nature of the matters discussed. He then said that 
he was preparing immediately on the conclusion of this meeting 
to go with Secretary Lovett to meet the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
a military briefing. 

General Eisenhower and I then went over a draft of a joint 
statement which I had had prepared at the White House. It was 
adopted after two changes requested by the general. 

When the general and his aides left, | was troubled. I had the 
feeling that up to this meeting in the White House, General 
Eisenhower had not grasped the immense job ahead of him.

There was something about his attitude during the meeting that 
I did not understand. It may have been that this meeting made 
him realize for the first time what the presidency and the respon- 
sibilities of the President were. He may have been awe-struck by 
the long array of problems and decisions the President has to face. 
If that is so then I can almost understand his frozen grimness 
throughout the meeting. But it may have been something else. 
He may have failed to grasp the true picture of what the Admin- 
istration had been doing because in the heat of partisan politics 
he had gotten a badly distorted version of the true facts. What- 
ever it was, I kept thinking about it.
